Sir Franelg Burdett, it may be ro-
membered; while. Radleal mémber of
Parlinment for Westminster, asgsalled
the House of Commons with such vigor
In connection with its treatment of a
publielst of  the name of John Gale
Jones, ‘that he was committed to Lhe
Tower on n wirrant of Lthe Speuker
for breach of the privileges of tha
Housa of Commond.  Sir l'rancls de-
elined Lo admit the authorlty of the
Speaker in the mualter, and herrlecaded
himsgelt in his house on Piccadllly—
that Is-to say, the house which is now
being demollshed In' order to mako
Wiy for an apartment bullding. The
slego lasled’ four days, and resulted
in a good deal of fighting and some
lttle bloodshed, which won for the
Itoyal Horse Guuards the nickname of
“the  Pleeiddllly = Butchers,” and. cul-
minated in the housa being ultimately
stormed by the troops and In Sic Fran-
cla belng ‘carvied off Lo the Tower of
London, where he remained until tho
proragualion of Parllument, some weels
leler, put an end to the Spoaker's au-
thority, and consequently (Lo ‘his own
captivity.
